Wherever the Nazi 
umn has achieved success (in 
Rumania, Norway or France), 
there have been political malcon- 
tents, economic unrest and inter- 
nal disunity.

Japan has had at least four 
rightist revolutionary plots in 
the past decade.

East's opening bid was quite 


normal, as was Seuth’s overcall. 
West, however, had a bit of a 
problem. He could hardly raise 
spades with only a doubleton in 
the suit; nor could he go to three 
diamonds with so shabby a suit 
and so meagre a hand, He didn't 
like to pass with as much as 
three Kings opposite an opening 
bid, but decided that game was 
unlikely unless East could tind a 
rebid. 


As it happened, East could find 
a rebid since he had a_ very 
strong hand; but right here is 
where most players would go 
astray. Most players would won- 
der only whether to re-open the 
bidding with two spades or three 
spades, but neither bid would be 
a good choice. The correct re- 
opening bid in this situation is a 
double —- a takeout double. 


In this case, West properly 
chose to convert the takeout 
double into a penalty double by 


hand, West would have bid his 
long suit or taken East back to 
spades. But the penalty pass, 
with West's actual hand, produced 
a very gratifying resut. 


Almost any defence would have 
held South to tour trump trioks, 
but East and West managed the 
defence ably enough to limit 
South to three tricks — a penalty 
of 900 points!

“We must plan our strategy and 
our tactics and, at the proper 
times, we must step forth boldly 
and courageously to throw Hitler 
off his guard, to bewilder him, 
to drive him back against the 
ropes, long before he has a chance 
to drive us back . against the 
ropes.

“Niust Not Be Afraid 
To Act” 


“The defence of freedom must 
be a positive thing. We must not 
be afraid to act, and we must be 
prepared to act swiftly and sud- 
denly.

Though precise figures cannot 
be given it is known that a heavy 
toll has been levied upon U~Boats. 

It is clear that the United Statzs 
occupation of Iceland and the 
establishment of zones patrolled by. 
United States warships had also 
helped to curb the activity of 
enemy submarines. 


The Germans might also have 
diverted U-Boats in the Eastern 
Baltic for their attack upon 
their immediate enemy Russia. 
Indeed, Russian communiques 
had claimed the destruction of 
13 submarines up to August 
15 in all theatres of war, 

It could be assumed that Ger- 
man shipyartis were working at 
fu'l pressure to build U-Boats. 

During the last war, the year 
1916 saw the completion of 108, 
while 87 were commissioned in 
1917. The projected programme 
for the first nine months of 1919 
was no less than’ 225 or an aver- 
age of 25 monthly. 


Hazardous Work 


However, with huge pro- 
grammes of this sort and the con- 
tinual drain of losses there must 
have been difficulty in providing 
the trained crews necessary for 
hazardous work on our convoy 
routes in the Atlantic. It is 
known that U-Boat losses in the 
latter part of the last war serious- 
ty affected the morale of their 
crews and that the bulk of dam~ 
age was done by a comparative y 
few. submarine commanders of ex~- 
ceptional skill and daring. 

The facta and figures given 
by Mr. Alexander and Major 
Sunde were certainly cheering. 
On the other hand, it would be 
unwise to be unduly elated at 


the diminytion of submarine 
sinkings for it might only be 
temporary.

Britain has had two months 
of respite in which to catch up 
on tost sic¢p, increase its alr- 
craft reserves, bring supplies 
tn from the Atlantic. 

‘The United States has gained 
two months which may prove to 
have been the most important 
two months in current. history. 
At the beginning of the two 
month period most of the new 
airplane and tank factories were 
beginning to fll with idle 
machinery, To-day they are fill- 
ed with men, the machinery is 
humming, and new, superior 
modes of ‘ptanes and tanks are 
ro'ling, 

If Germany had attacked Bri- 
tuin this summer the new Ameri- 
can arms plants would have been 
worthless, The issues would 
have been decided without them. 
But no military issue in the 
future will be unaffected by the 
arms from American plants which 
have come into production dur- 
ing the past two months. 

All of these considerations 
have had a powerful Impact In 
France and on Frenchmen 
throughout the world. With the 
men of Vichy losing tn prestige 
dally the freer Frenchmen of 
North Africa are reported to be 
deba'ing whether the thme has 
come to cut the strands with 
Vichy. 

There are two main obstacles. 
They know that if they do it will 
bring German armies into the 
unoccupied area of France, Also 
General Weygand himself finds 
it extremely difficult to face co- 
operation with General de Gaulle. 

For these two reasons no one 
in Washington seriously expects 
General Weygand to take the 
initiative at this moment in de- 
nouncing the German armistice 
and resuming the war. But every 
German tank and ever'v 
German airplane lost in 
Russia makes the Weygand 
forces in North Africa just that 
much more potentially powerful.
